MASTER WOODS’ GOOD RIDING. 

Barney Schreiber’s clever lightweight, J. 
Woods, rode two keenly skillful races at Har- 
lem yesterday. He had but two mounts — on 
Algareta and Sea Robber— and scored with both. 

Sea Robber and Berclair were Schorr’s repre- 
sentatives in the Cicero Selling Stakes. The 
pair had Dr. Sheppard, Sacket, Ace and Laure- 
ate for its opponenCfe. Dr. Sheppard was the 
best on form ;and even money about him was a 
^ood price. He had Caywood up and ran a good 
race. The Schorr pair was always around 
41 to 1 and backed stoutly for the 
place. Sea Robber got off in front and 
raced along with Dr. Sheppard to the 
half mile ground. There the colt was taken 
back to avoid too hot a pace while Berclair and 
Sacket took a hack at Dr. Sheppard. The 
Doctor shook them off on the turn. Then Mas- 
ter Caywood seemed to think that he had the 
race at his mercy. It was an error. So confident 
was he that he took a wide and full stretch turn 
with the Doctor. Master Woods seemed to see the 
-^pening and came through with a rush and the 
SBoa. Robber. At the eighth pole Dr. Sheppard 
faltered. Sea Robber seemed to wabble a bit, 
too. Berclair got to them during the hesitation 
and it was a rattling finish of three horses 
through the last sixteenth. Caywood’s finish 
was none too vigorous. Kitley’s was feeble. 
The California kid’s was stout and well timed 
and Sea Robber’s nose was driven in front by it. 
Berclair beat Dr. Sheppard the same distance 
for the place. 

Woods rode Algareta in the three-quarters of 
a mile two-year-old handicap. The filly had 
only 100 pounds to carry and \Vas as good as 12 
to 1 in the betting. Lieber Karl was the natural 
choice around 6 to 5. The McGuigan party 
backed Bannockburn heavily at 3i to 1. Young 
Woods rated Algareta behind Dave Waldo and 
Judge Warden to the stretch, where he began 
his ride on the filly. Thus he stole a march on 
Burns with Lieber Karl and had a commanding 
lead at the sixteenth pole. In consequence, Al- 
gareta won by an open length. Bannockburn, 
badly messed about, ran a good race and might 
well be considered the best horse in the race. 

Enchanter, the favorite for the first race, won 
easily. He was the cause of a long delay and 
from now on his entry will be refused. Such 
was the official edict. 

Muskalonge, at 12 to 1, cleverly won the sec- 
ond race, with the 6 to 5 favorite Sir Dilke. who 
ran a vile race was a non-profitable fourth. 

Timemaker made his appearance after a long 
rest and with 6 to 1 and much of his speed about 
him took May W and Abuse into camp. 

Pacemaker was in a soft spot in the closing 
race and won as he should have won. He stum- 
bled and almost fell on the turn, but was so 
much the best that the mishap did not beat him.
